EARLIER NEWS. 
Alleged Coup d’Etat in 
Hankow. 

Hankow, July 18. 
A telegram. from Hankow, 
dated the Lith inst., states that 
though official confirmation is un- 
obtainable, well-informed circles 
believe that General Ho Chien, 
commander of the Wuchang Gar- 
rigon, has carried out a coup d’etat 

against the Communists, . 
Ho Chien'’s troops occupied 
Hanyang yesterday and Hankow 
to-day, including the railway and 

other strategic points, 

-The maneuvre was executed 
\ remarkably smoothly and there 


was no sign of a military move- 
ment, 

The public is outwardly undis- 
turbed; and probably the over-. 
turning has the approval of the 
Hankow ‘Government, prepara- 
tory to the latter coming out as 
Moderates. oe 

Ho Chien is a Hunanese, and 
his troops last month broke up 
the Farmers’ and Peasants' Union 
in Honan, whilst Ho Chien re- 
cently executed great numbers of

Unauthorised Letter 
’ Carrier. 


CHINESE FINED $100. 


A Chinese was charged before 
Mr. R. E. Lindsell this morning 
with the 1 ] 
stamped letters which ‘were in- 
tended to be smuggled out of the 
Colony without. paying postage. 

A Chinese constable said that 
he was on duty at the junction of 
Eastern Strect and Des Vaux 
Road West at 9 p.m., on July 16, 
when he saw the defendant go- 
ing up Eastern Street in the 
direction of Queen's Road West. 
Defendant had a packet in his 
right hand, . = 

When the witness asked him 
what he had there, the defendant 
replied “Nothing.” ; 

The witness opened the packet 
and found the letters which the 
defendant said were ‘Invoices 
for cargo”. intended for Canton. 
As all the letters were sealed, the 
witness asked why they were not 
stamped. Defendant replied that 
there was no need to’ stamp the 
letters as he was taking them 
to Canton himself. . 

As this was an offence against 
the postal regulations, the wit- 


ness took the accused to the 


station. When searched at. the 
station, 16 pieces. of bamboo 
with Chinese characters on them 
were found ‘on the defendant’s 
person. : z 

The defendant said that he 
had only come down from Canton 
that morning, and in the evening 
went out for a walk with a friend. 
This man gave him the parcel to 
hold while he (the friend) went 
into a shop. Soon afterwards the 
constable came and arrested him 
(defendant).. As he was -a 
stranger to Hong Kong and did 
not know his way about, he was 
unable to find his: friend, 

. A Chinese clerk from the Post 
Office said that all the letters bore 
Canton addresses. 
addressed to shops and others to 
private individuals. One of the 
letters had two enclosures for the 
interior. 

Bamboo Tickets. 

The: bamboos found on the de- 
fendant, the witness described as 
“tickets.” He said that these 
were similar to “tickets issues 
by local registered postal hongs, 
Local Chinese firms bought these 
“tickets” from the poste! hongs 
at $1.00 per hundred, ond. when 
they had letters to pust they 
vould hand to the collecturs frant 
the hongs these “tiekels” up to 
the amount of the’ postage 
charged. The postal hongs would 
then stamp the letters and pass 
them through the post office in 
the usual way. These postal 
hongs existed for the convenience 
of Chinese shops who are a dis- 
tance from the Post .Office.. The 
“tickets” found on the defendant 
bore the name “Hung Lai” which’ 
was not a. registered hong, 

The Magistrate imposed a fine

DEPOSIT RETURN CLAIMED, 


A contract for the delivery of 
cigarettes which it was.stated had 
never put in an appearance, form- 
subject of a Summary 
Court action this morning. 

The, Honesty Company of Hong 
Kong claimed against the China 
Commercial Azency, 
aso of Hong Kong, for $385 
which the plaintiffs contended 
was the balance of a sum deposit- 


ed by them with the defendants’ 


as security on 2 contract which 
had been cancelled and | under 
which the deposit was returnable, 


Mr. C. A. S,.Russ, for the plain- 
tiffs, stated that a contract was 
entered into on March 10, 1926, 
by which the plaintiffs were ap- 
pointed by the. defendants as sell- 
ing agents in Hong Kong, Macao 
and South China ‘for Macdonald 
cigarettes, In consideration .of 
that contract, plaintiff's deposited 
with the defendants, $1,000 as 
security. 

It was .a term of the contract, 
stated Mr. Russ, that the selling 
agents should be’ supplied by the 
defendants with no less than 50 
eases of 10,000 cigarettes every 
month from‘ three months after 
signature of the contract and that 
the deposit should he returned to 
the plaintiffs on the termination 
of the contract, ; 

Cargo Fails to Arrive. 

As no cargo had arrived within 
a month or so, the plaintiffs wrote 
to the defendants and were told 
that it would arrive.at a later 
date. Defendants entered into an 
undertaking that ‘if no cargo ar- 


rived before July 1 the contract}:

morning he would have got a job" 
going to the Peak: with a fitter. 
‘As. it was, accused was told that 
there was no work for him to do 
that day. Instead of leaving im- 
mediately the accused loitered 
about and picked up the meter: 
from outside the store room when 
he thought no one: was looking. 
He was stopped by a fitter after he 
had walked about 20 yards with 
the meter on the shoulder. 


The fitter said, he saw the ac- 
cused going towards the back gate 
leading. to Queen’s Road West. 
When asked what he waa going to 
do with the meter, the accused said 
he was taking it to the furnace re- 
pafrer. As tiis man had nothing 
to do with meters, the witness took 
the accused to the storekeeper who- 


reported the matter to Mr. Hunter, -- 
who directed that the defendant be .

LORRY, COOLIE COMES TO. 
. GRIEF. : 


A coolie ‘was charged before 
Major C. Willson this morning 
with driving P.W.D. lorry No. 822 

‘without a driver’s licence, and 


without ‘the permission ‘of the 
Engineer in charge. - Another 
Chinese was charged with aiding 
and abetting the first defendant 
on both counts. . 

The driver. of the lorry said 
that he took. some workmen, in- 
cluding the first defendant to 
Repulse Bay.on July 8 They ar- 
rived there at noon and all the 

* coolies left the larry. The wit- 
ness went away for a couple of 
minutes, and when he returned,, 
he saw the two defendants sitting 
on the driver's seat. First defen- 
dant was at the wheel and actual- 
ly driving the lorry. -The witness 
shouted to them to stop, but’ the 
defendants took no notice. Soon 
afterwards the lorry came to 
grief against a huge tree. The 
witness telephoned to the P.W.D., 
and Mr. Fletcher, Mechanical En- 
gineer of the P.W.D., went to 
Repuse, Bay with the rescue gang. 

’ Extensive Damage. 


Mr. E. P. Fletcher said that the 
first accused was a workman em- 
ployed by the P.W.D., and. had 
the right to ride on the lorry, but 
he had no authority to drive it. 
Second defendant, who was _un- 
known to the witness, had no 
right’ to be in the lorry at all. 
Speaking about the damage done 
to the lorry, amounting to $700, 

. .Mr. Pletcher said thatthe front 
axle was badly bent, the steering 
gear was broken, and the radia- 
tor, crank case, and fan and fan 
column ibadly damaged, 

"First defendant said he return- 
ed to the lorry to take something 
which he had left there.

BEAM WIRELESS. 


WORKING OF A SCIENTIFIC 
, WONDER. 


asf 8h 5 
SUN'S EFFECT ON SIGNALS, 


Universal interes} has been 
troused by the successful inaugura- 
tion of the Australian Beam Ser- 
vice. The fact that it is now pos- 
sible to communicate either by tele- 
graph or telephone with the other 
side of the world ‘instantaneous- 


"lly, with speed and reliability, has 


gripped the imagination of all. 

With this. sudden interest’ has 
come a desire to know something of 
how this system works and the 
physical principles involved, It 
differs essentially from the omni- 
directional system used with the 
ordinary wireless telegraph = or 
broadcasting stations, 

To use an analogy, an ordinary 
transmitter may be compared with 
a 8C-candle power lamp, A beam 
transmitter may be compared with 
a 30-candle-power. lamp with lens 
and reflector; and a piece of photo- 
graphic paper, placed at a distance 
from the lamp, with the receiving 
station, 

The sensitised paper will change 
colour in a time proportiona) to the 
intensity of the light. The action 
of the reflector and the lens directs 
all the Nght in one direction, and a 
greater effect is produced ‘on the 
sensitised paper, 

Getting Right Station. 

Owing to the fact that radiations 
from the onmml-directional station 
are being spread all round it is 
necessary to provide different wave- 
Jengths for each station in order 
that the right station may be pick- 
ed out by the receiver to the ex- 
‘clusion of the others, 

Here, then,.are two important ad- 
vantages of the beam system: 
Firstly, that with the use of a beam 
with an angle of, say, 10 degrees, 
a receiver situated within that 
beam receives ‘an-amount of energy 
equal to about 86 times the amount 
received from an ordinary, station 
transmitting energy throughout the 
360 degrees of the circle. Secondly,

’ Path of the Waves. 


The. transmitting aerials are so 
placed that the waves from each 
station go straight to the receiver, 
following the curvature of the earth 
on their way. When communicat- 
ing with Australia, there are two 
possible routes—east and west. It 
was found by Senator Marconi, 
when, carrying out his preliminary 
‘tests in 1924, that the position and 
altitude of the sun had a, marked 
effect upon the signals. They 
preferred the westerly direction in 
the morning and the easterly direc- 
tion in the evening. 

The discovery of this important 
phenomenon ted to the design of

THE HUMAN FACTOR. 


Tn matters radio it is the human 
factor which eventually decides re- 
sults. One may build a super set 
and operate it under ideal condi- 
tions, 
than the nearest broadcast station. 
Another may construct a similar 
sort of receiver build of very 
medioére parts-and get all avail- 
able transmissions with compara- 
tive ense. : 

A wireless set is but a tool. Be- 
fore it will perform anything, it 
has to be handled properly. De- 
signers have done their utmost to 
make circuits semi-automatic, and 
have failed, for no set can think 
for itself, or function to a schedule 
unless controlled by human skill. 

“Will a circuit do this, or do 
that?” asks a reader, We cannot 
sry, because we do not know how 
it will be handled. We could say 
definitely that a set built to a 
given design would put up a stated 
performance, and yet in many in- 
stancea disappointment would re: 
sult, - — 
The human element counts when 
the intending constructor sits 
down to make a list of his parts. 
It counts when he visits the wire- 
less: store and buys what he has 
been advised to purchase, or ia put 
off with something ‘just as good.”

ASYLUM RELICS SHOWN TO 
PRINCESS, 


Representatives of the work- 
‘men who built a nurses’ home at 
the Kent County Mental Hospital 
at Barming, near Maidstone, were 
presented to Princess Mary Vis- 
countess Lascelles when she 
visited the hospital to open the 
new building. There were two re- 
presentatives of the workmen, 
and’ Princess Mary shook hands 
with them. 

Her Royal Highness was shown 
over parts of the institution with 
its 1,800 patients, and saw evid- 
ences of the transition from 
what was once virtually a prison 
into a hospital. One relic of the 
bad old days, kept for museum 
purposes, was a wooden mattress, 
used in the hospital ninety years 
ago. Attached to it were hand- 
cuffs, The staff did not omit to 
show the Princess a padded room, 
but she was told that it was 
almost obsolete nowadays, and 
that violent patients were rarely, 
if ever, forcibly restrained at 
mental hospitals,, The modern 
treatment was a process of special 
hot-baths to induce sleep. At 
this hospital the . convalescents 
practically look. after: themselves, 
and in one of the wards a patient 
had written on a ‘mirror with &
